determine the amount of the contribution. 
As thd cixcumstapees of the Colonies changa 
and tha cost of the defences vayiga, it is 
evident that the conlributions should ‘also, 
vary. Sir Tuomas Suraantann’s second 
alternative, that of making the contribution 
hear a fixed. ratioto the revonue of the Co- 
lony, has an appearance, of fairness, but on 
what basis ‘ia the ratio to be determined ? 


Looking at it from the Colonial point of, 
view ulso, we canuol’ overlook the fact. that. |. 


auch a settlement of the question ‘would in 
the past bave cost tho Colonies’ much ntore’ 
dearly than the course ‘axially pursued, as- 
auming the original amountof the contribu- 
tions to bo accepted as the gtarting point, 
for that amount haa remained stationary for. 
many years, whereas the revenue hag been 
inereasing all the time, and the increase 
in the contribution now enforced is a 
long way from" restoring the ratio. The 
third alternative. suggested by Sir Tiomas 
Svrasezuann is that ‘the matter should be 
referred: to a Comuittee of the House of 
Commons to dotermine in what manner the 
contributions.ought, to be paid. It such a 
Committee could evolve a-plan of determin. 
ing the amount ‘of the couatributions that 
would remove’ the soreness felt in the Co» 
lonies, it would be an excollent thing, though 
we can hardly hope that. it would redult m 
‘any actual saving to the Colonies, So long 
as the amount, is arbitrarily, determined by | 
the Wat Office and tha Treasury discontent
